" I n the Legislature ol Massachusetts 
a bill is now pending whose object is to 
prohibit, under penalty of fine and im- 
prisonment, the practice.ot «mcdicine, 
surgery or midwifery* by a'nv other than 
the 'regular* jjhysicians.

to pass such a bill has been m a d e be- 
fore, but it failed. 
I t is a measure 
which ought not lo pass, because it in- 
vades the personal liberty of the citizen;

Islands Ttiat Melt Away I>nrinj? 


Heavy Kalns—Fierce Animals 
Subdued by Inundations. 


The Everglades of Florida are fully ICO 


miles long and seventy broad, over 
which no surveyor's chain has ever been 
stretched, and of which all knowledge 
is as conjectural as of the interior of the 
Dark Continent beyond the path of 
Stanley. On reachlcg the level of the 
glades a vast meadow is expanded, ap- 
parently as boundless as the ocean- 
Passing on through the winding lagooas 
you find yourself in a vast region, par- 
tially inundated, and resembliag an im- 
mense lake studded with thousands of 
islands varying from a fraction of an 
acre to hundreds of acres in extent. 
During the winter season the whole 
grassy border of the lake is covered with 
water, but not; so deep as to hide the 
grass, which is very thick aad talL The 
border of the savannah and prairie land 
which skirts the Everglades passes grad- 
ually into rocky, pine land, which forms 
the Tim of the basia occupied by the 
glades. This rim is on an average some 
twenty feet above the sea, but occasion- 
ally it rises to a much greater height, in 
some places reaching nearly 10U feet 
above the Atlautic. 


This whole labyrinth of marshes, wet 


savannahs, lakes and lagoons is drained 
on every side by rivers of different 
dimensions. TLe St. .John's drains it oa 
the uorth; the St. Lucie, Greenville, 
Jupiter, Xew Kattoney, and Miami on 
the East, and the Snake, Swallow, 
Caloosahatchie and Macaco on the west. 
Behind Cape Florida the glades approach 
within twelve miles of the coast, and 
the inlets run to the sea with great 
swiftness. 


To penetrate the Everglades is a dar- 


ing undertaking, aad none but the cow- 
boys of South 1« iorida ^r& oger to guide 
strangers into the dismaP waste. They 
have become more or less familiar with 
the borders of the world-famous glades 
in hunting their cattle through the dense 
hummocks, and they will guide you 
through certain well-beaten tracks along 
the banks of the rivers; but beyond that 
they 
will not even so 
themselves. 


Dangers from rattlesnakes and alligators, 
which are as numerous as hairs on your 
head and of gigantic size, they despise: 
but when it comes to facing starvation in 
a trackless •wilderness they weaken. 


The land in the glades is treacherous, 


and ia places a sort of quicksand will 
suddenly sink beneath one's feet and 
land you ia a living grave. The bottoms 
of many of the lagoons are also so soft 
chat one must swim across them and not 
trust to wading. 
A heavy rain will 


make the most marvelous changes in 
the country. 
Small streams will assume 


gigantic proportions in one night, and 
by morning you will find yourself ship- 
wrecked, as it were, on a small island, cut 
o5 from, all surrounding lasd by long 
stretches of -uncertain -water. 
If the 


rains continue for several days or weeks, 
as is often the case in the rainy season, 
the-, great inland lake will continue to 
'rise and 
the islands in the Ever- 


g.a'des will grow proportionately smalL 
1"ou find your island gradually melting 
away from under your feet, aad you 
strike out for another and larger one. 
The waters carry you along through the 
overSowed swamD, making swimming 
an easy work. Game of all description 
are keeping you company, and when 
yon finally reach a larger and safer 
island bears, deer, wild cats, panthers, 
alligators, rattlers, and moccasin snakes 
are already there to give you a welcome- 


But the general inundation has calcaed 


the savage brutes, and there is no dan- 
ger from them if you give tiiem plenty 
of room. The rattler raises its head and 
sends cut its alarm at the approach of 
every creature, and the larger brutes 
grumble savagely at the hissing reptiles. 
The alligators aioae are in their element, 
and they improve their opportunity by 
devouring a few of the more harmless 
animals. They will not, however, at- 
tack a man unless he first begins the 
battle, and then they shew a savage 
front. 
There is no escape from such 


prisons until the waters subside, and 
even then it requires many days for the 
most experienced woodsman to find his 
way back to civilization. 
Streams have 


to be forded that are up to the neck and 
trails followed that have been nearly 
obliterated by the water. 
If one does 


not starve to death in such a journey he 
is likely to be prostrated many days 
afterward with fever and exhaustion. 


At certain seasons of the year, how- 


ever, portions of the Everglades can be 
explored with comparative safety. Dur- 
ing the summer the ground is often dry 
and hard for tea miles from the timbered 
land, and abundant game roams at large 
over it. 
3: any of the islands then are 


simply hi.sh elevations in the surround- 
ing" countr", and half-beaten trails of 
Indians lead to them. For on these fer- 
tile islands the remnant of the Seminole 
Indians have pitched their tents and hut 
villages. There are about two hundred 
of them, most of which live in the Big 
Cypress Swamp, where there are plenty 
of inland islands. 
The cowboys occa- 


sionally trade with them; but no w'ute 
man has evsr yet penetrated to their 
niain village, supposed to be somewhere 
in the centre of the glades. 
The trail 


leading to it is so obicare and so deftly 
covered up that no one has yet been able 
to follow it. 
To get to the village 


canoes have to be used, and the Indians 
carefully conceal their small dug-oats 
from the white man's eyes. 


Although generally frieadly, the Sem- 


inoles do not encourage the pale faces to 
come exploring too near their homes. A 
note book and pencil ia the hands of a 
surveyor or explorer aggravates them, 
aad such a person is likely tc receive 
rude treatment. 
The cowboys, who go 


among them simply to barter «oods, get 
along with them the'best for this reason. 


About 100 miles southeast of ixissim- 


mee, on Cow Creek Slew, is one of these 
typical Indian villages, situated on a 
small round "hammock" of fifteen or 
or twenty acres. The village consists 
of eight or ten houses, built of cypress 
poles, three on. a side, about nine feet 
high. 
They are about eighteen feet 


square on the ground, witli floors ele- 
vated about three feec from, the ground, 
and the roofs are thatched with palmetto 
leaves. The village consists of about 
thirty Indians, tea of whom are men, 
and the remainder women aad children. 
The place is called Parkertown afier the 
chief, whose came is Parker. They have 
gained an imperfect knowledge of Eng- 
lish from the cowboys, aaci ia conversa- 
tion they only speak the leading words 
of a sentence. 
On Cypress Creek, ten 


miles south of Cow Slew, is another 
Semiaole village of eighty inhabitants. 
It is not laid down oa any map. but is 
known as Kotuckiwekaga. which means 
the place where the Flatheads live. Tee 
chiefs name is Old Tiger, of the Semi- 
nole war fame. They have fields of corn, 
and pumkins, which are cultivated by 
the women, while the men hunt and fish. 
They cure their meat without the use of 
salt. They use Winchester rifles to kill 
their game.—-JV^a? York 'limes.

Sugar-Making a Chinese 
The Chinese, who invented almost 


everything- before anybody else heard 
of it. claim- to be the original discover- 
ers of the process of sugar-making, 
and it is said that sugar was used in 
CMna as long ago as 3,000 years. This 
is misty, but the fact is well establish- 
ed that it was manufactUBsd in China 
under the Tsin dynasty, 200 years a? 
least before tlie Christian era began, 
Tnrlin, lias put forward a claim for pri- 
ority of invention, "but the probabilitv 
is that tlie Hindoos learned the art oi 
sugar-making from the Chinese, and 
that through, them tlie knowledge final- 
ly spread to tlie "Western nations. 
Xearehus. when, sent by Alexander on 
an exploring voyage on tlie Indus, 
brought back reports of ''honey" which 
was made Tjy the Asiatics from cane 
without the help of bees. At this tmie 
neither the Greeks nor the -Tews nor 
tlie Babylonians had any knowledge of 
sugar, but later tlie art of making the 
artificial "honey" became known and 
practiced, though its progress and de- 
velopment was exceedingly slow. It 
was prescribed as a medicine by Galen 
in A. D. 150. and up to the seventeenth 
century it h"-5 become nothing more 
than a costly luxury, to be used only 
on special occasions. Even as late as 
the beginning of the eighteenth' cen- 
tury the annual consumption of sugar 
in Great Britain had reached only 20.- 
000,000 pounds, whereas it is now"more 
than 2.000.000,000 pounds.

Tho Everglades of Florida arc fully 100 
miles long and 
seventy broad, 
over 
which no surveyor's chain has ever been 
stretched, and of which all knowledge 
is as conjectural as of the interior of tho 
Dork Continent 
beyond tho path 
of 
Stanley, 
On reaching tho level of the 
glades a vast meadow is expanded, ap- 
parently 
as boundless as tho 
ocean. 
Passing on through the winding lagoons 
you find yoursolf in a vast region, par- 
tially inundaied, and resembling an im- 
mense lake studfled with thousands of 
islands varying from a fraction of an 
acre to hundreds of acres in extent. 
During the winter season 
the 
whole 
grassy border of the lake is covered with 
water, but not so deep as to hide the 
grass, which is very thick and tall. Tho 
border of the savannah and prairie land 
which skirts the Everglades passes grad- 
ually into rocky, pine land, which forms 
tho rim of the basin occupied by the 
glades. 
This rim is on an average some 
twenty feet above the sea, but occasion- 
ally it rises to a much greater height, in 
some places reaching nearly lOU feet 
above the Atlantic. 


This whole labyrinth of marshes, wet 
savannahs, lakes and lagoons is drained 
on every side by nvers of dilFerent 
dimensions. 
The St. John's drains it on 
the north; 
the St, Lucie, 
(Trecnville, 
Jupitor, New Rattoney, and Miami ou 
the East, 
and 
the 
Snake, 
Swallow, 
Caloosahatchie and Macaco on the west. 
Behind Cape Florida the glades approach 
within twelve miles of the coast, and 
the inlets run to the sea with great 
swiftness. 


To penetrate tho Everglades is a dar- 
ing undertaking, and none but the cow- 
boys of South h lorida eTjb offer to guide 
strangers into the dismaP waste. 
They 
have become more or less familiar with 
the borders of the world-famous glades 
in hunting their cattle through the dense 
hummocks, and 
they will guide 
you 
through certain well-beaten tracks along 
the banks of the rivers; but beyond that 
they
